Monthly Report - Okinawa Bureau - October 1985 


I. GENERAL 

A. The yen made further gains against the dollar in October, and at 
month s end the rate stood at ¥210 to $1.00. This is the strongest the 
yen has been since 1980 and prospects are that it will strengthen further. 

We have recalculated our FY-86 estimates for yen expenditures , including 
the Master Labor Contract payroll, and found that if the yen remains at its 
current exchange rate, we will probably require a 6% increase in our FY-86 
allocation. Original FY-86 estimates were based on a rate of ¥225 to $1.00. 

B. A major improvement in U.S. television available on Okinawa occurred 
in October when the Armed Forces Radio and Television Service began relaying 
CBS, ABC or Cable News Network evening newscasts only a few hours after 
broadcast in the United States. Sports fans rejoiced over live relays of 
the final games of the World Series, and same-day telecasting of major NFL 
football games. Previously the AFRTS carried video news clips as late as 
three to four days after the event, with no satellite live relay capability. 

C. The bureau received some unsought publicity in a booklet on Okinawa 
military bases published in August by the Yomitan "Action Committee for 
Peace." An article on FBIS claimed the bureau is "ostensibly under the 
U.S. Department of State but actually is under the U.S. Army," adding that 
it was inevitable FBIS would update its equipment so it can "undertake major 
spying activities using multiple systems." Two photographs of the bureau 
ROSET dish, taken through the fence, accompanied the article. The bureau 
translated the article for Headquarters , and similar pieces on Torii station 
and the Naval Security Group Activity at Hansa providing local contacts with 
copies . 


D. Someone attempted to set fire to Okinawa Governor Nishime ' s private 
home on 15 October , but only very little damage resulted and the governor 
himself was at the time in his official residence. Okinawa police believe 
the arson was carried out by leftist radicals opposed to the planned visit 
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to Okinawa by Emperor Hirohito during a national sports meeting in 1987. 
The Emperor's planned visit provoked considerable controversy in the 
prefectural assembly, where a debate was already raging over a recom- 
mendation by the National Education Ministry that all schools fly the 
national flag and that school children sing the national anthem on 
special occasions; the assembly eventually approved the recommendation. 
The Rising Sun flag and the national anthem are seen by most Okinawans 
as reminders of Japanese militarism and of the bitter fighting and 
devastation which occurred on Okinawa toward the end of World War II. 

II . OPERATIONS

d. and one heroic candidate listed these qualifications— can 
translate 20,000 Chinese characters a day (one bureau monitor 
once did 6,000 characters with a strong wind at his back), 
can work 16-20 hours daily, seven days a week, 365 days a 
year, and humbly advised that his boss tells everyone there 
will never be another translator of his caliber in all Taiwan, 
concluding "I am confident of being your genuine assets." 


One applicant who grew up in Nepal claimed also Hindi, Urdu, Nepali, Tibetan, and 
Arabic fluency.

We hope to bring a second Australian 
applicant on board next January, bringing our Russian section to full strength 
at four. 


3. Xinhua and other agency reports indicate China will launch its 
first permanent telecommunications satellite early in 1986 with its "Long March 
3" rocket, and that the 1985 network of 53 major ground satellite TV stations 
will be increased by more than 1,000 next year* A Japanese daily reported an 
experimental newspaper facsimile transmission on 21 October using the Sakura 2 
(CS-2) satellite, sending pages to two separate locations. 
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B. Lateral Services 

1. The deputy chief briefed the staff of the Intelligence Division 
18th Tactical Fighter Wing, Kadena Airbase, on 23 October as part of the 
18th' s regular intelligence training program. Several questions concerning 
MOD-supplied videocassettes were resolved and an explanation of current and 
planned MOD capabilities was given.
